NEW TAX INDICTMENT

WASHINGTON, March 13.—A 
Senate sub-committee approved yes- 
terday the Guffey bill, which would 
declare coal production to be a pub- 
lic utility. 

The Senators recommended a 
number of amendments. One would 
provide allocation of production on 
the basis of 1934 production, 

In addition to giving coal a pub- 
lic utility status the bill would set 
up a commission to regulate pro- 
duction and fix prices, and provide 
for purchase of $300,000,000 worth 
of sub-marginal coal fields as a na- 
tional reserve. 

The report was made public by 
Senator Neely (Dem.), Nevada, 
chairman of the sub-committee. 

Many Southern coal producers 
opposed the bill on constitutional 
grounds and said it would throw the 
industry into chaos. 

The proposal for the allocation 
of production was the center of at- 
tack. Before being amended by the 
sub-committee, the measure pro- 
vided that production be allocated 
to districts and to mines on the 
basis of a mean between 1919-1934 
production and 1934 production.

Reconstruction Finance Corpora- | 
tion, the Government’s huge lend- | 
ing agency, had assured him it had | 
no intention of taking charge of 
Utilities Power & Light and its | 
subsidiary operating companies, in- | 
cluding Laclede Gas Light Co. of | 
St. Louis. 

He made the statement in dis- 
cussing with the correspondent the 
possible effect of the RFC’s action 
in taking control of the board of 
directors of Public Securities Cor- 
poration, super-holding company at 
the top of the Utilities Power & 
Light system. Clarke admitted, 
however, that the RFC was in po- 
sition to exercise control. 

As was told in yesterday's 
Post-Dispatch, the RFC _ dictated 
the election of a majority of di- 
rectors of Public Utilities Secur- 
ities Corporation by virtue of hold- 
ing the common stock of that com- 
pany as part of the collateral for 
the $90,000,000 loan that it made in 
1932 to the Central Republic Bank 
& Trust Co. of.Chicago. Clarke 
was left off the board. 

Clarke, who has just. returned 
from England, asserted the RFC 
action will not affect Laclede Gas 
Light Co., or other operating sub- 
sidiaries. 

Lively Interest Over “Pusco.” 

The fate of “Pusco,” the bankers’ 
name for Public Utilities Securities 
Corporation, is plainly a matter of 
lively interest in Chicago's LaSalle 
street financial district. This super- 
holding company is described as a, 
financing company and it controls, | 
through stock ownership, the Util- 
ities. Power & Light Corporation, 
which in turn owns a majority of 
the stock of Laclede Gas Light | 
Co. . 

In taking control of “Pusco,” the 
Government's lending corporation is 
merely exercising the traditional 
power of the lender over the bor- 
rower, a power widely exercised by | 
banks, In explaining the situation, | 
RFC representatives said it was 
routine for the protection of the. 
loan. | 

The original Central Republic |} 
Bank & Trust Co. loan has been re- | 
duced to approximately $57,791,000. 
After the loan was made the name 
of the bank was changed to Central 
Republic Trust Co., and _ last 
November the Illinois State Depart- 
ment of Finance appointed a re- 
ceiver to take charge of the bank 
and liquidate it. 

John L. Hopkins, an RFC at-. 
torney, and one of the_new directors | 
of “Pusco,” said in a statement to | 
the Associated Press that unless the | 
remainder of the loan due the Gov- | 
ernment is repaid, the RFC presum-. 
ably would place its representatives | 
on boards of the subsidiary corpora- | 
tions controlled by “Pusco.” | 

Utility Meeting April 2A. 

“The RFC holds voting control of | 
the parent company,’ Hopkins said, | 
“through stock put up as collateral | 
by the Central Republic Bank & | 
Trust Co. of Chicago for a $90,000,- | 
000 loan, and the RFC directors | 
were placed on the board to pro- | 
tect that loan. The annual meeting | 
of the Utilities Power & Light Cor- | 
poration wil be held April 24 at | 
Richmond, Va. I presume that if | 
the loan is still unpaid at that time | 
the RFC will place its representa- | 
tives on the board of that com- 
pany.” 


Of Interest to City. 

These developments are of partic- 
ular interest to the Board of Alder-| 
men and city officials of St. Louis) 
who have been trying to get natural | 
gas at low rates. 

In connection with the rate mat- 
ter, Mayor Dickmann and City 
Counselor Hay have publicly dis- 
cussed the possibility of municipal 
ownership of the gas distributing 
system, and the City Counselor has. 
rendered an opinion that the city 
could acquire the Laclede company 
by condemnation. 

In view of this, RFC officials 
were asked through what avenue 
the city might approach the RFC 
in the event that the Government 
corporation should take over con- 
trol of the gas company.

DISPUTED ROAD CLAIM 


Highway Commission Reverses 
Self Over $88,446 Bill 
of Contractor.

The State Highway Commission 


yesterday agreed to pay the Boyle 
& Pryor Construction Co. of Kan- 
sas City $50,055 on its claim for a 
balance of $88,446 on two highway 
construction projects in Southwest- 
ern Missouri, which the commission 
previously had denied in 1933 after 
an investigation of alleged irregu- 
larities in the award of the contract 
and alleged excessive contracts. 

The company presented a demand 
for $88,446 as the balance on the 
construction projects, in Barry and 
McDonald counties, and for $10,613 
in interest from July 1, 1933. The 
commission refused to allow any in- 
terest but held the company was 
entitled to $50,055 of the principal 
claim. 

A request by the company, pre- 
viously submitted to the commis- 
sion, for appointment of a board of 
arbitrators to pass on the claim, 
was denied by the commission. The 
company proposed that the commis- 
sion pick one arbitrator, the com- 
pany one, and that these select a 
third. 

Representatives of the company 
indicated it would accept the pay- 
ment offered by the commission. 

Commission Reverses Self. 

In approving part of the claim, 
the commission directly reversed a 
former rejection of it in Septem- 
ber, 1933, when the commission, as 
then constituted, voted to make no 
payment, and announced the action 
was final. 

Since that time half of the per- 
sonnel of the commission has 
changed. The investigation of the 
contract was made in 1933 on the 
demand of William Phares, Repub- 
lican, of Maryville, and R.S. Brown- 
lee, Democrat, of Brookfield. Since 
the commission first rejected the 
claim in September, 1933, after its 
inquiry, Phares has resigned and 
Brownlee was not reappointed by 
Gov. Park when his term expired in 
December, 1933. 
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'without advertisng for 


Gov. Park appointed H. B. Pyle, 
Republican, of St. Joseph, to suc- 
ceed Phares, and appointed Du- 
laney Mahan, Democrat, of Hanni- 
bal to succeed Brownlee. The other 
two members are Chairman Scott 
Wilson, Democrat, of St. Louis, and 
A. T. Nelson, Republican, of Leba- 
non. 

Chairman Wilson said the board 
voted unanimously to make the of- 
fer of $50,055 in settlement of the 
claim, after a careful inquiry into 
facts submitted by the company, 
He said the decision was based on 
reports received from neutral en- 
gineers engaged by the commis- 
sion to check the two contracts, the 
mtaerials and the work done and 
based on information received from 
other reliable sources. 

No Advertising for Bids. 

The claim involved resurfacing 
work done on United States High- 
way No. 17 in McDonald County, 
and on Highway No. 37 in Barry 
County. Contracts for the two 
projects were let to the company 
bids, cone 
trary to requirements of the law. 
Subsequently the legal division of 


| the Highway Department refused to 


|approve the contracts and .ruled 
they were illegal. Work was start- 
ed, however, under an order by 


Chief Highway Engineer T. H. Cut- 
ler. Later the construction division 
of the Highway Department re- 
fused to approve payment for the 
work because the legal division had 
held the contracts were illegal. 
Chief Cutler, with the sanction of 
the commission, ordered payment of 
75 per cent of the origina] contract 
price of $269,871 for the two proj- 
ects. 

The company’s claim for the re- 
maining 25 per cent was increased 
to $88,446 by claims for extra work 
said to have been done through ad- 
ditions by the department to the 
contract requirements.

and wholesalers. Such a license can 
be imposed under the hard liquor 
law. 

No opposition to the beer bill is 
expected when it comes up for fina] 
passage, so it is now in the shape 
in which it will go to the House. 
It accomplishes the one major re- 
quest of Gov. Park and Supervisor 
of Liquor Control Becker, in that 
it transfers administration of 3.2 
beer from the Food and Drug De- 
partment to the Liquor Control De- 
partment. 

Wanted No Distinction. 

Park and Becker had asked that 
ail distinction between 3.2 beer and 
other beer be abolished and several 
Senators referred today to the “fic- 
tion that 3.2 beer is non-intoxicat- 
ing.” But rural Senators demanded 
the retention of 3.2 beer and its 
legal status as a non-intoxicating 
drink. 

In the section pertaining to the 
opening and closing of saloons the 
beer bill conforms to the liquor bill, 
moving the closing hour up to 1:30 
a.m. It makes it a misdemeanor 
for a holder of a 3.2 license to sell 
or have on his premises any hard 
liquor and a felony for him to sell 
any hard liquor on Sunday. 

With passage of the liquor bill 
and perfection of the beer bill the 
Senate has completed work on its 
first important piece of legislation.

_“*This would reverse the present situa- 
tion, where, with millions of Americans out 
of work, and billions of dollars being 
appropriated to provide relief for them at 
the expense of the Amerfican taxpayers, 
including the domestic sugar refiners. the

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THE HOLDING COMPANY MESSAGE. 

It was expected that President Roosevelt would go 
to the defense of the bill to regulate public utility 
holding companies, since resistance to the measure 
had become so powerful that only the prestige of the 
White House could hope to save it. 

Mr. Roosevelt’s statement to Congress is eminently 
fair. He makes a distinction between useful holding 
companies which integrate some of the utilities over 
vast geographical areas, and those which merely 
serve the purpose of financial control. He also points 
out that in the five-year trial period proposed by 
the bill, all the holding companies will have ample 
time in which to justify themselves, if they can do so. 

The President charges the opponents of the bill 
with making propaganda “to exploit the most far- 
fetched and fallacious fears,” and he says of the 
funds used to fight the bill that “I have watched the 
use of investors’ money to make the investor believe 
that the efforts of the Government to protect him 
are designed to defraud him.”’ Congressman Rayburn, 
sponsor of the bill, recently expressed surprise that 
/any utility investor should be opposed to it. He in 
sists that it is in defense of the investor, who has 
been the worst sufferer from pyramiding abuse. 

Will the holding company measure destroy legiti- 
mate business or wholesome and productive invest- 
ment? The President says No. Neither will it de 
'stroy “any actual value of those operating properties 
' which holding companies now control and which 
holding company securities represent, in so far as 
they have any value.’ He insists that the measure 
will surround the necessary reorganization of the 
holding company With safeguards which will in fact 
protect the investor. He does not think the holding 
‘company should be permitted to “establish a sphere 
of influence from independent engineering, 
construction and other private enterprise is exclud- 
private paternalism.”

exploited two themes which have a pow 

erful popular appeal. First, he attacked 
the New Deal where it is most vulnerable: 
that is, for its centralization of power in 
Washington and for its measures to limit 
the production of wealth. “Everything from 
a peanut stand to a power house,” he said, 
“had to have a separate book of rules and 
laws to regulate what they did.” 

Along with this regulation, he denounced 
the measures for “plowing up cotton, corn 
and wheat and for pouring milk in the 
river and for destroying and burying the 
hogs and cattle by the million while the 
people starve to death and go naked.” 

This first part of the speech contained 
no criticism of the administration which has 
not been made in essence by countless otb- 
ers. While the Senator’s language was more 
picturesque and his statements of fact more 
reckless than that of other critics, the worst 
that can be said of it is that it was a dema- 
gogic presentation of ideas that are held 
by Mr. Hoover and Mr. Mills, Senator Borah 
and Senator Glass, and, if the truth were 
told, by many who are high in the coun- 
cils of the administration. 

Some defense can be made for the ex- 
tension of the Federal power in certain 
cases. and some defense can be made for 
the limitation of certain crops, but that the 
centralization of power and the limitation 
of production were carried to unreasonable 
lengths cannot, I believe, be disputed,

S ENATOR HUEY LONG'S radio speech 


The Senator’s other theme was an exposi- 
tion of his plan to “share our wealth.” 
Here the Senator made a mistake. He de- 
scribed his plan. He not only described it 
in general terms, but got down to specific 
cases. I quote from his speech: 

“Let’s say that Mr. Henry Ford should 
show that he owned all the stock of the 
Ford Motor Co. and that it is worth two 
billion dollars, we will say. He could claim, 
say, $4,000,000 of the Ford stock, but $1,- 
996,000,000 would go to the United States.” 

Let us look at this proposal, passing over 
the question whether the Ford Motor stock 
is “worth” what he says it is. If Senator 
Long’s plan were put into effect. the United 
States would find itself the owner of 99.8 
per cent of the stock of the Ford company. 
The Senator then proposes to use that 
“wealth” to give everyone a homestead free 
of debt, a college education, a good income 
and an old-age pension. With what? With 
the stock of the Ford company. 

Now this stock is the ownership of an 
automobile plant, and the problem for Sen- 
ator Long is to show how a two-billion-dol- 
lar automobile plant can be transformed 
into 400,000 “homesteads.” How does he do 
that? How is he going to make a factory 
that produces cars produce houses? It must 
be plain to anyone that if the Ford company 
is “worth” two billion dollars, it- cannot he 
used to produce two billion dollars’ worth 
of homesteads, 

The only part of the Ford wealth that 
could be used for homesteads are the prof- 
its. They cannot be more than a trifling 
fraction of Huey Long’s two billions, and 
so, when he promises the people nearly two 
billions of homesteads, college education and 
old-age pensions from sharing Mr. Ford's 
wealth, he may be deceiving himself, and 
he is certainly deceiving the people.

Now suppose that not only Mr. Ford did 
this but that it -was done also by Genera! 
Motors and every other motor car company 
and by all the thousands of other compa- 
nies business in the country. The 
United States would. be owning and operat- 
ing every kind of business imaginable. For 
the practically 99 per cent of the stock of 
all the corporations owned by the United 
states, the Government would have to take 
the responsibility of operating what it 
owned. 

Now there are people who believe that the 
United States ought to operate practically 
all business. They are Communists. They 
believe in: dictatorship and they believe in 
regimentation, but Huey Long, in the first 
part of his speech, denounced the New Deal 
ers because “they started the dictatorship to 
regiment business and labor much more 
than any known in Germany and Italy.” 

He denounced the “rule books” which 
take “40 lawyers to tell a shoe shiner mer- 
chant how to operate and be sure he didn't 
go to jail.” He cried out against “the Far- 
leys and Johnsons,” who “comb the land 
with agents, inspectors, supervisors, detec- 
tives, secretaries, assistants and so forth.” 

And yet here is Huey Long ‘roposing 
have the United States own 99.8 per cent 
of the stock of ali, even moderately big cor- 
porations, and therefore to take on the job 
of seeing that they run successfully. How 
many agents, inspectors, supervisors, secre- 
taries and assistants does he think it would 
take to do that?

The Senator says that his heart is touched 
by the suffering of the poor. If that is 
what moves him, then is it decent. is it 
human, to go to the poor and promise them 
things that are absolutely and utterly im- 
possible under the plan proposed by the 
Senator? This is not bread for the hungry 
but a stone. This is not water for the thirs 
ty but a mirage. This is not rest for the 
weary but disappointment. 

It is cruel to deceive the people, and 
whether the deception be sincere or insin- 
cere, inspired by an honest desire to heip 
the people or by a lust for personal power, 
it is no less a fraud and a fake. 

However, if only the Senator will continue 
to explain his plan, he will do himself what 
Dr. Townsend did when he came down from 
the clouds and tried to explain his plan. 
My suggestion, therefore, is that the Sena- 
tor be asked to draw a bill to carry out his 
scheme, and that he be given a hearing and 
invited, and, in fact, forced. to explain it. 
For the more he explains it, the more quick- 
ly he will explode it. 

His radio speech was a very good begin- 
ning and fully justifies those who have de- 
cided that the best way to put Huey Long 
on the spot is te put the spotlight right 
on him. z

D «i JOHNSON, in his famous 


dictionary, said that toleration, 
though a good word, was not 


ns nee 


much used. Today we might add 
that it is still a good word, but it 
is in danger of becoming obsolete. 

The outburst of violent, vindic- 
tive, ruthless intolerance in our day 
is one of the strangest things in 
our strange age. The mind-set of 
the time is all toward coercion and 
stern compulsion, 


In other days men were often in- 
tolerant in religion; today, in Mex- 
ico, Russia and elsewhere, they are 
intolerant of religion, as if they 
wanted to destroy it from the face 
of the earth as a pest. 

All the new forms of State, Com- 
munism, Fascism, Nazism and the 
rest, are utterly intolerant in mat- 
ters of religion, if not in race, and 
often in both, knocking people over 
the head who think otherwise. 

Their idea is a race regimented 
under the new collective despotism, 
doing the goose-step at the bidding 
of a dictator, all wearing the same 
kind of shirts and thinking what 
they are told to think. 

By contrast, with us much of 
what passes for toleration is simply 
a lazy, hazy indifference, an open- 
mindedness so open that ideas go_ 
in one ear and out the other—just | 
mushiness of mind. | 

Today we seem to go from one 
extreme to another, unable to strike 
a wise balance. We push truths so 
far that they become false; we have }, 
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tifully designed that its size is not 
apparent.

Toleration, to be sure, is a ticklish 
matter. If we let men think, they 
may not think as we do. They will 
divide and debate, and that may 
seem to weaken the state, the party, 
the church, the home. 

No wonder tyrants are afraid of 
toleration, as they are afraid of lib- 
erty. But in the end only those 
who take the risks of toleration can 
know the truth and the freedom 
that truth bestows. 

It is intolerance that rests upon 
uncertainty; every bigot is at bot- 
tom a skeptic. Only when love of 
truth is joined with love of man do 
we have a true toleration, and the
